The gist of the late decision of the 
supreme court of the United St ate in 
the case of the Wabash Railroad 
Company vs. Illinois is, that a statute 
of a state which attempts to regulate 
the fares and charges by railroad com­ 
panies within its limits for a trans­ 
portation which constitutes a part of 
commerce between the states is un­ 
constitutional and void, and that 
such a statute does not belong to that 
class of commercial regulations which 
may be subject to the laws of a state 
until Congress shall have exercised its 
power in relation to it. 


It is no surprise to learn that Bob 
Taylor, democrat, is elected governor 
of Tennessee.

From the London Times. 
Cigars form one of the principal in­ 
dustries of Bremen, giving employ­ 
ment to thousands of hands and in­ 
vestment to large capital. The arti­ 
sans form a peculiar class, and con­ 
sider themselves of a superior order 
to otherhand-workers. They disdain 
the drudgery of preparing the rough 
tobacco for the core, and devolve it 
upon women and children, generally 
members of their own family. They 
are an idle lot as a rule. 
Monday and 
Tuesday are loitered away or spent 
in the beer houses, and it is only on 
Wednesday that the week’s work seri­ 
ously begins. 
In the four following 
days, however, a clever workman can 
earn sufficiently high wages to indulge 
in luxuries, aided as he generally is by 
the six days’ wages of his wife. 
It is 
possible for an expert and industrious 
couple to earn from 50 to GO shillings 
a week. The cigar-maker is almost 
invariably musical and a member of a 
singing confraternity, and the work in 
the factories goes on amid a universal 
chorus of voices. This is considered 
to help both the quantity and the 
quality of the work done. Much in­ 
terest is shown in these establishments 
about the news of the day. 
Every 
morning a paper is bought, and one 
of the hands chosen to read it aloud 
for his fellows, 
who in return sub 
scribes to indemnify him for his lost 
of time.

EX-PRESIDENT ARTHUR DEAD. 


The Late President of the Unit­ 
ed States Dies in New York 
City Early Yesterday 
Mornine. 


N e w Y o r k , 
N ov. 18.—Chester 
A. Arthur, 
ex-presiden t of the 
United States, died at his home in 
this city early this morning. 
The 
news of his death came as a great 
surprise, 
notwithstanding 
the 
alarming rumors as tojiiis health 
during the summer months. 
The 
supposed 
improvement 
in 
his 
condition noted during his stay in 
New London, Conn., and the a p ­ 
parent confidence expressed by the 
friends who remained clo.ie to him, 
created the impression that his 
health had been radically improv­ 
ed, giving him promise of a renew­ 
ed lease of life. His disease was one 
affecting the kidneys, aud those 
nearest him had no confidence in 
his permanent recovery, but his 
sudden demis-; was not spoken of. 
He began to sink rapidly short­ 
ly after midnight, and by 3 o’clock 
it was known that Ins death was 
approaching. 
He passed 
away 
without apparent pain. 
He had 
been ailing for some time from a 
complication of diseases, principal­ 
ly kidney affection. 
He had spent 
the summer at a watering place, 
and it was supposed that this had 
strengthened somewhat his enfeeb­ 
led constitution. 
His death 
was 
unexpected, it not being supposed, 
outside of his house, that he was 
in any immediate danger. 
As 
the news of Mr. Arthur’s death 
was 
made known 
many 
flags 
on public and private buiidings 
were placed at halt mast. 
Mr. Ar­ 
thur had lived at No. 123 Lexing­ 
ton avenue for twenty 
years or 
more. 
A stroke of cerebral apo­ 
plexy, sudden but net wholly unex­ 
pected by the attending physicians, 
terminated his life. 
The stroke 
came in liis sleep between Tuesday 
night and 
Wednesday Jniorning, 
and lie did not rally thereafter. 
His death was painless—the slow 
going out of a burned down candle, 
and for hours before the end came 
he was unconscious to his sur­ 
roundings. 
His son and daughter, 
his sister, his former law partner, 
Sherman Knevals, and his closest 
friend, Surrogate Rollins, were at 
his bedside.

His record in the last legis­

support. 
The 
effort of the St. 
Paul Globe to ridicule Mr. Lee’s 
candidacy should be resented by 
the representatives of the northern 
part of the state by unanimously 
supporting Mr. Lee. 


N. P. Live stock S h ip m e n ts . 
During the last season the N orth­ 
ern Pacific has shipped from Mon­ 
tana and Western Dakota to St 
Paul, Suj>erior and Chicago on 
hoof and dressed 83,000 head of 
cattle, against 73,000 last year. 
Of this amount 78,000 were ship­ 
ped on foot and 5,000 were dressed. 
Last year’s figures were 67,000 on 
hoof and 6,000 dressed. 
The few 
shipments which are yet to come 
will probably swell the total fig­ 
ures to 85,000 head. 
Sheep ship­ 
ments show- not only a larger than 
last year, but larger than was ex­ 
pected for this season. 
During 
the season there vva- shipped from 
Washington Territory and Oregon 
into Montana 45,000against 28,000 
last year. 
The shipment to St. 
Paul and Duluth and other East­ 
ern markets from Montana, W ash­ 
ington and Oregon, foot up 95,000 
head. 
The shipments yet to ar­ 
rive will swell the number to about 
100,000 head. 
These figures are 
against 65,000 head shipped east 
last vear.

A small sized war has been in 
progress in Lac qui Parle over the 
removal of the county seat from 
the 
village of Lac qui Parle to 
Madison. 
The question was voted 
upon at the late election and re­ 
sulted in favor of removal. 
The 
citizens of Lac qui Parle, howeyer, 
claim that this result was gained 
by fraud and refused to allowr the 
moving of the offices and records, 
whereupon three hundred men and 
sixty-five teams went from Madi­ 
son to Lac qui Parle last Friday 
night to remove the records by 
force. 
A good many of the party 
carried guns. 
When they arrived 
at Lac qui Parle village they form­ 
ed a picket line about the court 
house, and informed the county 
officers ar.d citizens that they ap­ 
proached on 
“ their peril.” 
E n ­ 
countering a constable bound for 
Madison on a legal errand, they 
captured him, and, 
after 
some 
threats of a lynching, finally hand­ 
ed him over into the keeping of a 
second constable of their own par­ 
ty. 
At the village, during the re­ 
moval of the records, a citizen re­ 
quested that he might remove some 
private 
papers from the 
ccurt 
house. 
He was escorted into “ the 
lines” and back by an armed guard. 
Monday the Madison people called 
over for the county building. 
This 
is about 30x45 feet, and two stories 
high. 
At last accounts it had pro­ 
gressed a mile and a half on its 
fifteen 
mile 
journey across the 
county to Madison. 
Most ©f the 
county officers are still at Lac qui 
Parle village, restrained from exer­ 
cising their duties. 
As Lac qui 
Parle village is remote from the 
railroad and telegraph, accurate 
information is hard to obtain.

wrote a letter to president Cleve­ 
land in which he withdrew all op­ 
position to the appointment of Dr.

he assumed that I)r. 
Guernon w ill 
soon go back to St. Vincent and 
resume his suspended duties.

Major E. A. Burke, of the New O - 
leans Times-Demoerat, who was the 
President of the great exposition, has 
made a journey of 2,000 miles on 
mule.back through Honduras, and 
speaks enthusiastically of the country 
and its government. 


Of the 4,000,000 people in Txmdon 
only 400,000 attended church on the 
morning of the Sunday when the cen­ 
sus was taken and 410,000 in the 
evening—leaving thrae million six hun­ 
dred thousand stay-at-homes—and 
yet England is a “Christian country.” 


In Ohio some farmers have jjicke«i 
November raspberries in fragrant and 
red perfection. 
Huckleberries of line 
quality were being brought to market 
at Tacoma, Washington Territory, 
during the middle of October. They 
grew on the islands in Puget Sound. 


According to Felix A. Reeve, a cor­ 
respondent of the November North 
American Review, the southern and 
border slave states furnished 
over 
330,000 white volunteer soldiers for 
the Union army in t he war of the re­ 
bellion, and nearly 100,000 colored 
troops for the same service. 


It was only after he had served thir­ 
teen years in t he Vermont State Prison 
that Charles Eberlee set about estab­ 
lishing his innocence of the crime for 
which he was convicted and secured a 
pardon. 
He was doing about as well 
in prison as he could do out of it, and 
he was satisfied to let well enough 
alone. 


Nearly all the governors of states 
have followed the proclamation of the 
president appointing Thursday, No­ 
vember 25, as a day of thanksgiving. 
{Since Thanksgiving has become a na­ 
tional affair, it is suggested that gov­ 
ernors refrain from supplementing the 
president's proclamation by 
their 
own. 


The French national debt is the 
greatest in th** world. There is, more­ 
over, a floating debt of $270,000,000 
in round numbers, and a very large 
annual deficit, of late years. The tax 
will probably be voted by tne assem­ 
bly, and if so, it will be paid by the peo­ 
ple, though some loud grumbling will 
be heard. 


The month of November shows a 
great decrease in the length of the 
days. On the 1st the sun rose Oh. 
18m. and set at 4h. 38m., making the 
length of the day lOh. 30m. On the 
30th the sun rises at 6b. 53m. and 
sets at 4h. 13m., making the length of 
the day 9h. 20m. The amount of 
the day’s increase is therefore one 
hour. 


The two largest Congressional ma­ 
jorities in New York were given to Mr. 
Amos Cummings and Colonel Merri- 
man, both members of the staff of the 
New York Sun. 
Both are bright, able 
men and they are heartily congratu­ 
lated by members of the profession, 
irrespective of party. As a rule edi­ 
tors who allow themselves to be nom­ 
inated for office, have “a hard row to 
hoe,” owing to the fact that many of 
their utterances upon varied subjects 
can be quoted to their detriment. 


The expensiveness of monarchy is 
well illustrated by the Hawiian bud­ 
get. 
The population of the islands 
is less than 60,000, but the King has 
a salary as large as that of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States, and, in ad­ 
dition, the Queen receives $17,000 per 
annum, the heir presumptive $16,000, 
other royal children $12,000 and 
$6,000, His Majesty’s Secretary $7- 
000, and $35,000 are allowed for 
household expenses. 
It will be seen 
that $413,000 are required for the 
support of royalty. 


Under the old law governing National 
Banks they were allowed to bring all 
their suits against creditors in the Unit­ 
ed States Circuit Court. 
They avail­ 
ed themselves of the privilege and ev­ 
ery suit even on a note was brought 
in the Circuit Court. 
Now the Na­ 
tional banks are subject to the same 
regulations that govern State corpo­ 
rations, so far as suing and being sued 
are concerned, and their business goes 
to the county and State courts, ex­ 
cept, as with ordinary individuals, 
where the person sued is a resident of 
another State. 


The gist of the late decision of the 
supreme court of the United State in 
the case of the Wabash Railroad 
Company vs. Illinois is, that a stat ute 
of a state which attempts to regulate 
the fares and charges by railroad com­ 
panies within its limits for a trans­ 
portation which constitutes a part of 
commerce between the states is un­ 
constitutional and void, and that 
such a statute does not belong to that 
class of commercial regulations which 
may be subject to the laws of a state 
until Congress shall have exercised its 
power in relation to it. 


It is no surprise to learn that Bob 
Taylor, democrat, is elected governor 
of Tennessee. 
But Alf, his republican 
brother, is elected to the state senate, 
for which he was a candidate as well 
as for the office of governor. 
It is un­ 
derstood that he will try to be elected 
president of the senate, and, if he suc­ 
ceeds, as is expected, when Bob is 
elected to the United States senate, 
as he expects to be, Alf will succeed 
him as governor. 
It is not at all cer­ 
tain that this pleasant little family 
arrangement will be carried out. Even 
Tennesse people begin to think the 
joke has gone far enough. 


The United States supreme court 
has just decided a case of great impor­ 
tance to all stockholders in national 
banks. The stockholders of the in­ 
solvent Pacific national bank of Bos­ 
ton resisted the claim of the receiver 
that they were personally liable for 
an assessment jf 100 per cent upon 
the shares of both the original and in­ 
creased capital stock of the bank held 
by them. They maintained they were 
not liable on the increased stock as 
the increase of the capital from $500,- 
000 to $961,000 was unauthorized 
and illegal and they were not parties 
to it. The supreme court holds that 
they are liable and the decision cov­ 
ers several other suits now pending in 
Massachusetts.

W ealth of the Astors. 
No one family in the country has so I 
kept its wealth within itself as the 
Astors, who intend to continue the 
financial policy originated by old ■ 
John Jacob Astor about the beginning j 
of the century. 
It is commonly sup- j 
posed that he made the bulk of his 
fortune in furs. 
He forme*! a gigantic i 
project for extending the business from j 
the northwestern lakes to the Pacific 
by means of various trad ing-posts, by ! 
establishing a central station at the j 
mouth of the Columbia, and then by 
making a depot at one of the Hawiian j 
islands, to supply China and India di­ 
rectly from the Pacific coast. The 
project was nartially carries! out, but 
meanwhile Mr. Astor saw greater op­ 
portunities for making money in city 
real estatethan in thefurtrade. Hebe- | 
gan to buy extensively and the growth 
of the town was so rapid that in some 1 
cases, the property increa-ed a hun­ 
dred fold. 
When he died, nearly forty 
years ago, he was estimated to be 
worth $20,000,000. He left to his 
son, William B. Astor, the bulk of his 
estate, to be managed in the interest 
of the family; William B. left it in turn 
to his son John Jacob, and now John 
Jacob has intrusted it to his son—his j 
sole child, indeed—W'ffliam Waldorf 
Astor. This virtually amounts to an \ 
entail, and prevents the wealth from 
being scattered, though there is small 
danger of that, the Astors being noted 
for conservatism and prudent thrift, j 
They have always invested in rea! es­ 
tate, buying few bonds or stocks, and 
have evinced great < arc and discretion 
in their investments. Their const ant- j 
ly increasing surplus they have, so to 
speak, put into theground, reaping ex­ 
traordinary profits thereby. Theynev- | 
er sell; they are ever buying, buying, 
buying but keeping 
their transac- j 
tions 
as 
secret as possible. 
No 
one but themselves and their agents 
have any idea of the vast blocks of real 
estate in their po--***-sion. They own 
thousands of business houses and 
dwellings. They never touch unim­ 
proved property, and now add each 
year two or three hundred houses to 
their immense holding. 
When it is re­ 
membered that wealth doubles at 
simple interest in less than seventeen 
years, and in much less time when in- j 
vested in real estate, it is easy to 
understand how theirs must have 
grown in the past ninety jears. One 
of the advantages of such investments 
i.- that they increase with the v a lu e of 
the city. They are not confined, as 
bonds and similar securities are, to a 
fixed rate of interest. Certain lots 
purchase*! thirty odd years ago would 
pay to day what is equivalent to 40 , 
or 50 per cent, per annum. There is 
little uoubt that the A?itor estate is 
by far the greatest here or in the 
country. 
It cannot be much short of 
$300,000,000, and by theeiose of the 
century, if managed as it has been, it 
will be nearly doubled. 
What will 
prevent them in another 
hundred 
years from owning most of Manhattan 
island?—-New York Cor. Boston Ad­ 
vertiser.

The morgue to many' people is a 
place oi attraction. Why this is so is 
not easy to understand. 
Pine coffins, 
damp walls, dead bodies in every 
stage of decay, shrouds, bloody marble 
slabs, a stench that no nostril can 
ever get used to, and the almost con­ 
stant show of grief by friends and rela­ 
tives are not pleasant things and do 
not inspire cheerful thoughts, but still 
visitors come every day who are at­ 
tracted soldy by curiosity. 
“If you would sit here all day,” said 
Keeper White as he carefully elevated 
his rheumatic leg upon a cushioned 
chair in the morgue office “you would 
make up your mind that human na­ 
ture is a queer thing indeed. 
Who 
would imagine that a woman could 
have a desire to go through this place? 
\ et there is not a day passes with­ 
out 
a number of women coming 
here to see the sights, and they 
are 
even 
more 
inquisitive 
than 
men.

1 could not believe it possi­ 
ble; and it was not until after we had 
killed the robber, only an ordinary 
sized tigress, and I had carefully gone * 
over on foot the ground where she 
had dragged her prey, that I found 
that she had not only dragged the I 
dead bullock, an animal, I should 
think, considerably beyond her own 
weight, over very rough ground and 
through a dense canebrake; but that 
in some places, as the marks plainly 
showed, she must actually have lifted 
the fore quarters of the bullock off 
the ground in her mouth, and have | 
walked several yards with it in that :

A Murdered Hishop’s Diary. 
London, Oct. 28.—The diary of 
Bishop Hannington, who was put to 
death by order of King Manga of Un- 
gauda, < Africa, has been published, 
giving the details of the last week ol 
his lice. 
He describes the arrival of his par­ 
ty at Lubawas, where a chief at the 
head oi a thousand troops demanded 
ten guns and three barrels of powder. 
The chief asked Bishop Hannington 
to remain with Forday and the latter 
complied. While taking a walk the 
bishop was attacked by twenty na­ 
tives. 
He struggled with his assail­ 
ants, but became 
weak. He was 
dragged violently a long distance by 
the legs. When his persecutors halt­ 
ed 
they stripped and robbed him 
and imprisoned him in a noisome 
hut, full of vermin and decaying ba­ 
nanas. W hile lie was lying there ill 
and helpless, the chief and his hun­ 
dred wives came out of curiosity to 
feast their eyes on him. On the next 
day he was'allowed to return to his 
own tent. 
He was still guarded, how­ 
ever, by natives. He remained in 
bed the following days, parties oi the 
chief’s wives, out of idle curiosity 
coming daily to see him. 
He was al­ 
lowed to send messages to friends, 
but believed they were intercepted. 
On the seventh day, he writes, the fe­ 
ver continued. At night the place 
swarmed with vermin. 
The guards 
were drunk and noisy and lie was un­ 
able to deep. At last he became de- 
lerious. On the eighth day, Oct. 29, 
lie was conscious. His entries on this 
were brief: “No news; a hyena howled 
all night, smelling a siek man; hope 
he will r ot have me yet.” 
This i s the final entry. 
It is believ­ 
ed that shortly after writing this he 
was taken out and put to death. 
Throughout the week there were fre­ 
quent entries referring to the comfort 
he derived from reading the psalms.
